Outlined 

WAYNESBORo - Plans for a. 
$499-million hydroelectric dam 
facility in Bath County were out¬ 
lined here Monday night for the 
Central Shenandoah Planning 
District Commission, 

The proposed Vepco pumped 
storage facility is being designed 
to meet peak power needs and 
provide an emergency power sup* 
ply, explained Vepco engineer 
Burton Marshall. 
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Vepco selected the proposed 
site on Back Creek 30 miles 
southwest of Monterey after local 
opposition and engineering prob¬ 
lems forced the abandonment of 
the original Marble Valley site, 
he said. 

The Bath County plant as pro¬ 
posed would be a dual dam unit 
with 2,100-megawatt capability, 
believed by its designers to be 
the largest facility of its kind in 
theU.S. 

The dams would be located on 
Back Creek near the hamlet of 
Sunrise at the northwestern cor¬ 
ner of Bath County. Transmis¬ 
sion lines would run from the 
facility to connection points at 
the Lexington- substation to the 
south and the Valley substation 
in northern Augusta County. 

Marshall said 15 permanentre- 
•ldente would be forced to re¬ 
locate for construction of the 
facility, A work force of 1,500 - 
would ereat a temporary Impact 
o» schools, housing and public 

services, It# added.
